The  radar  sightings  o£  several  UFO's  near  Bellefontalne,  Ohio, 
oh  14  July  65,  have  been  evaluated,  and  It  Is  the  opinion  of  this 
office  that  the  targets  are  real  and  In  all  probability  are  high- 
alt  Itude  balloons.  This  analysis  la  based  on  the  following  facts: 


a.  The  speeds  of  the  targets  (Indicated  only  once) 
low  for  aircraft  and  are  typical  for  balloons.

b.  The  altitudes  of  the  targets  are  too  high  for  normal  air- 
craft, but  are  readily  attainable  by  balloons* 


c.  It  is  understood  that  at  least  two  hlgh-altltude  balloons 
had  been  lost  just  previous  to  the  radar  sightings.
